Pursuant to the basic and necessarily selective procure- 
ment authorities granted under permanent Agency legislation, 
Public Law 110, 51st Congress, the procurement activities of 
the Central Intelligence Agency do nut appear to generate, nor 
does it appear that they -Bill generate, tiie type of problem in 
procurement, warehousing, and related activities, trie solution 
of which is the apparent objective of Public Law 15>2, Slat 
Congress# In general. Central Intelligence Agency procurement 
is not consistent vith normal pxocureaKHst patterns and arises 
from procurement requirements of particular and local applica- 
bility# Central Intelligence Agency prociirement falls outside 
the mass or lai^e quantity ca&egtey# It was in recognition of 
the foregoing that the provisions of Public Lav l£2 ware not 
made applicable to the Central Intelligence Agency# 

Since the proposed regulation is an administrative imple- 
mentation of Public Law 192, and is therefore directed at achiev- 
ing overall improvement in economy, and efficiency in the indi- 
cated areas of interest, it would appear appropriate to suggest 
that the first sentence of paragraph one entitled * , C:t:wderal ft , be; 
amended to read as follows: 

"This Regulation, developed cooperatively by the General 
.Services Administration, at. ,er civilian agencies, and the 
Department of Defense, Is issued pursuant to the federal 
Property and Aiiaiaistrailve Services Act of 19l*9 (Public 
Law lt> 2, 8 1st Congress) , as amended , and is in consonance 
with the Armed Services Procurement Act of 19li7 (Public 
Law 113 » 80 th Congress) , and tne provisions of other laws 
recognizing or authorizing performance of agency 
functions.’
